Besides New York 
the doubtful States will cast 38 elev- 
toral votes, and not one of them can 
be lost to the Republicans, should the 
Democrats carry New York without 


defeating the Republican candidates.

dens, and that as this discrimina:sion 
was made in purevance of the provis- 
ions of the Constitution of the State, 
the company .was denied eyual protec- 
tion of the laws guaranteed by the 4th 
amendment of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, It was further alleged by the 
railroad company that the assessment 
of its property was illegal and void, 
because made in pursuance of the 
provisions of the State Constitution, 
which gave no notice to defendant and 
afforded it nu opportunity to be heard 
respecting the value of its property or 
for the correction of any errors of the 
State Beard, thus depriving it of its 
property witheut due process of law 
guaranteed by that amendment. Im- 
portant questions raised by this defense 
will be argued in this court by Sen- 
ator Edmunds, ex-Senator Conkling 
and Judge S. W. Sanderson, woo 
have been retained by the rail- 
road company, and by Hon. A. L.

Seven Persons Drowned.

The barge Signal, loaded with 700 
barrels of sugar, had been taken in 
tow and was proceeding on her way 


toward the bay, when she was run 
into by the steamer City of Worcester, 
and a large hole stove in her side. 
The steamer received slight injuries 
and proceeded on her way, while the 
barge ‘was taken in the direction of 
the Brooklyn Navy-yard. There were 
on board at the time Capt. Wm. Tay- 
lor, his mother, wife aud three chil- 
dren; also two deck hands. The barge 
filled rapidly and sank before the 
shore was reached. Those in charge 
of the tug observed the barge going 
down and quickly turned the vessel 
about and steamed in the direction of 
the sinking craft. In the darkness it 
was difficult to distinguish objects in 
the water. Hearing cries for help, 
they were followed up and Capt. Tay- 
lor rescued. His mother, wife, chil- 
dren and deck hands were nowhere to 
be seen, they having evidently been 
carried down to the bottom of the 
river by the sinking barge.

Railroad Campfollewers. 
‘Wasuineron, Nov. 16. 

The following important telegram 
from Peter Roman, Agent at the Flat 
Head Indian Agency, Montana, was 
received at the Indian Ottice this morn- 
ing: “An immense crew of railroad 
constructors, now at work west of the 
reservation in chargeof J. L. Hallett 
consisting of 7,400 men, with camp- 
followers, gamblers, ex-convicts, lewd 
women, etc., are rapidly advancing 
to the borders of the reservation ac- 
companied by portable saloons, gam- 
bliag heuses, etc. Merchants and 
traders of all descriptions are also ad- 
vancing with the construction party, 
and when the border of the reserva- 
tion is reached the quustion will arise 
as to whether this trade can be con- 
tinued in an Indian country. I will 
require from your office some instruc- 
tion as to any modification, should 
you propose such, in regard to the 
usual course of law. It is evident 
that this vast army of laberers must 
be supplied while at work on the res- 
ervation, and, if your instructionsimply 
a strict conformity to the law govern- 
ing the reservation, two regularly 
licensed traders of the reservation 
should have timely notice to provide 
supplies which will meet the exigen- 
cies of the case. I will, at all events, 
require a military force to keep back 
the traders, shopkeepers, saloun- 
keepers, etc., who have followed the 
construction party named, if it should 
be decided that licensed traders alone 
shall be allowed to do business on the 
reserve. With a military force I fear 
no danger of difticulties in keep. 
ing the whisky traders off the res- 
ervation, but in regard to the 
proposition of the sale of clothing 
and necessary supplies by shopkeepers 
now advancing with the army of work- 
ingmen, you will please give necessary 
instructions, and | will follow them 
and perform my duty to the best of 
my ability.” Indian Oommissioner 
Price|has requested the Secretary of 
Wear tosend troops from Fort Mis- 
soula to the agency, to keep the camp 
followers and lewd women out of the 
reservation, and to prevent the selling 
of liquor and trading with Indians. 


A Snug Little Situation. 
WasuHinotTon, Nov. 17. 

About 100 applicants are on file for 
appointment to special commiasioner- 
ships to inspect the latest sections 
built of the Northern Pacific road. 
The office is quite alluring, for, be- 
sides paying ten dollars per day and 
expenses to its holder, it gives him 
ten cents a mile for every mile of his 
journey.

. Another Dairy Swindle. 

There is one phase of the dairy 
business which is just. now giving 
some anxiety to the cheese makers. 
Good cheese is made of milk with the 
‘cream included. ‘Skim milk cheese” 
is pretty well known to experts. It is 
the lowest grade of cheese, and, of 
course, brings a much lower price 
than a good article. The new process 
is to make cheese out of milk that has 
had all the cream taken off, and then 
fixed up so as to pass for cream 
cheese. The plan is to set the milk 
and take the cream off for butter, or 
other purposes, and then enrich this 
impoverished milk by adding any 
fatty substance, such as butterine, 
oleomargarine or avy oil which is not 
rank enough to muke an unpleasant 
flavor. Now comes the swindle. This 
bogus mixture is turned out ip com- 
petition with genuine eream cheese. 
This should be remedied by stringent 
laws against adulteration of food— 
unless it is properly branded and sold 

as “adulterated food.”
